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Deal struck on Sunday alcohol sales 


Grocery, liquor store groups come to agreement

Liquor stores and the trade group 
representing big-box grocers say they 
have reached an agreement that could 


lead to them selling alcohol in Indiana 
on Sundays for the first time since Pro- 
hibition. 

But the agreement between the Indi- 
ana Association of Beverage Retailers 
and the Indiana Retail Council opposes 
the expansion of cold beer sales and 


lacks buy-in from another key interest 
group: convenience stores, which have 
been fighting for years to win state ap- 
proval to sell cold beer. 

While the parties to the agreement 
hailed it as a landmark accord, conve- 
nience store owners blasted it as a 
back-room deal that is too narrow to 
merit consideration by the state legisla- 


ture. 

“They are cutting a deal which great- 
ly benefits themselves, at the expense 
of Hoosiers who have identified the cold 
beer prohibition as the No. 1 alcohol re- 
form needed in the state,” said Scot 
Imus, executive director of the Indiana

HENDERSON, Ky. - The site of Omaha Beach the 
morning after D-Day is something Darrel Hout 


spent his life trying to forget. 


But more than 70 years later, he remembers it 
vividly. It was a steep hill, he said Tuesday, dotted 
with gun turrets — and bodies. Thousands of them. 
They were scattered in every direction, covering the 


beach and bobbing in the water. 


He rarely speaks of that beach. But, lately, the 
memories of it are more poignant. And, for the first 


time, Darrel wants to share them.

Officials hopeful, but 
realistic about waiver

For months, Indiana has been look- 
ing for a way to save the the state's high 
school graduation rate from sinking to- 
ward to the bottom of national rankings. 

Without a solution, more than 8,000 
diplomas will be discounted by the U.S. 
Department of Education and no longer 
count toward the state's rate. 

While it waits for possible action in 
the upcoming legislative session, the 
education officials are looking for an- 
other way. 

But it may be a long shot. 

The Indiana Department of Educa- 
tion is now taking public comment ona 
waiver request it will submit to the U.S. 
Department of Education. Indiana is re- 
questing a waiver from the new federal 
definition of graduation rate, which fig- 
ures the rate by counting only the diplo- 
mas earned by a “preponderance of stu- 
dents.” 

That means that Indiana’s General 
Diploma, earned by about 8,000 stu- 
dents a year, will no longer count toward 
its graduation rate. Without the waiver, 
the state’s federal graduation rate 
would plummet and put the state near 
the bottom of national rankings. 

The change is one provision in a mas- 
sive overhaul of federal education law 
called the Every Student Succeeds Act, 
or ESSA. Every state has to submit a 
plan for how it will comply with the new 
law, including new accountability sys- 
tems. Graduation rates are a big part of
